The MBTA’s ferry services are provided by a contract operator and governed by operating agreements administered by the MBTA Railroad Operations & Water 
Transportation Department. The service is comprised of three routes and seven docks categorized into two service types: Inner Harbor Ferry (Charlestown 
Navy Yard to Long Wharf) & Commuter Boats (serve Hingham, Rowes Wharf, Long Wharf, Hull, and Logan Airport). 


Consists of MBTA- manned bus routes which were taken over by the MBTA when previous operators were no longer able to continue. These routes are operated 
by private contractors (Paul Revere & Joseph's Transportation currently) and were awarded through a bidding process. The Winthrop routes are operated 
using 35-foot transit buses, while the others are operated with smaller vehicles.
